in Sedition Trials 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.— 


(API—U. S. Dist. Atty. Edward 
M. Curran said Saturday perjury 
indictments will be sought against 
two grand jury witnesses in Wash- 
ington's mass sedition case. 


Curran declined to name the 


witnesses but said they are "in 
this country." He declared the war 
department is helping' to expedite 
the return from Germany of two 
other persons whom he described 
as "witnesses to the alleged per- 
jury." 


The 
c*T3nc? jury :r.d;ct<xi 30 per- 


sons in January. 1944, on charges 
of conspiring' to undermine the 
morale of the military services 
and to help set up a. nazi form 
of government in this country. The 
number of defendants was reduced 
to 26 with the death of one and 
the granting of severances to 
three others. 


Ends in a Mistrial 


A mistrial was declared in De- 


cember. 1944, after seven months 
of tumultuous 
court 
room pro- 


ceedings, as a result of the death 
of the presiding judge. 


The special prosecutor, O. John 


Rogge, was dismissed 
from the 


justice department last week, be- 
cause. Atty. Gen. Clark said, he 
had divulged confidential informa- 
tion bearing on the case in a pub- 
lic speech. 


Evidence for Jury 


In disclosing the prospective 


perjury action, Curran told a re- 
porter: 


"I have appointed Charles B. 


Murray, one of our assistants, to 
present to the grand jury evidence 
which might result in the indict- 
ment for perjury of two persons 
in this country, wiio testified be- 
fore the grand jury in the sedition 
case. 


"Presentation must await the 


arrival of two witnesses to the al- 
leged perjury now in Germany. 
One, I understand, is a former at- 
tache of the 
German 
embassy. 


They may be returned next week. 
I don't know."

been working on them a year. 


3. After Nov. 20 they expect to 


start work on a peace treaty for 
Germany. With the other five out 
of the way, they can do that 


4. This meeting of the foreign 


ministers is separate from the 
meeting of the 51 United Nations 
in New York. The UN has oilier 
business. 


5. There'll be fireworks among 


the ministers on the five trea- 
ties between now and Nov. 20. 


Trouble Over Germany

foreign ministers do it. 


Stai'ting in September, 1945. 


and winding up in July, 1946. the 
foreign ministers met four times 
—in London, Moscow and Paris. 


Helped by their large staffs 


who had to clear up immense de- 
tails, the foreign ministers ar- 
gued and struggled 
to 
reach 


some agreements. 


They finallv got together five 


agreements, or treaties, in a gen- 
eral kind of way. 


Then they called a conference 


of 2i nations—including the Unit- 
ed States, Britain, Russia, France 
—which had 
some interest in 


these treaties. 


This conference of 21 nations— 


a peace conference—opened in 
Paris in July and ended Oct. 15. 


Powers Take Sides 


There 
was a great deal of 


struggle at the conference be- 
tween Russia and its friends, like 
Yugoslavia, on one side and the 
U. S. and Britain and their friends 
on the other. 


The peace conference had no 


power to do anything final about 
the treaties. All it could really 
do. by voting, was to suggest 
changes in the treaties which the 
foreign ministers laid before it in 
July. 


Then these treaties with the 


changes—or, rather, the recom- 
mendations of the peace confer- 


ence—went back to the foreign 
ministers. 
Now 
they've 
taken 


those treaties to New York to 
sweat over them some more. 


There 
the 
foreign 
ministers 


will do the final work and reach 
the final agreements. 


The peace conference had been 


only a wav of straightening out 
.some more of the treaty kinks 
before the ministers made final 
decisions.
